The year 1923 added about 15,000 
new laws to this country’s already 
vastly long list. 
Three hundred of 
these general laws were contributed 
by congress, as well as a considerable 
number of so-called private bills to 
afford relief out of the public treas­ 
ury to various individuals. 
The rest 
came from the legislatures of forty- 
three states. 
Thirty-six of the states 
were in their regular biennial sessions. 
Six were in annual sessions and tiiere 
was a quadrennial session of one. 
This year, being an even numbered 
year, has only five regular biennial 
sessions and five annual ones, a total 
of ten. 
The average for 1924 will be 
3,500 new state laws. 
Year in and year out we enact an 
annual average of nearly 10,000 new 
laws. 
In addition to the federal and 
state lawmaking bodies, we have city, 
town and village councils, meeting 
* Regularly, to the number 
of 
more 
than 15,000 
and 
upward of 3,000 
county legislatures. 
A movement is now on foot, which 
is growng very rapidly in the west 
and south, and which promises to 
bring some relief to ‘The common 
people.” 
It is indorsed by the lower 
Texas-Less legislation League, which, 
in a recent statement said: 
“If we allow 
these 
18,000 and 
more lawmaking bodies an average 
of only ten laws 
or 
ordinances a 
year— the average undoubtedly far 
exceeds this mod,est estimate— we, as 
a nation, enact each year more than 
200,000 legislative measures applying 
to various jurisdictions. 
“The grand total of laws and ordi­ 
nances, 
in 
effect 
throughout 
the 
United States at the present time ex­ 
ceeds 2,000,000. 
“A policeman in New’ York City, 
for instance, according to a high ad­ 
ministrative authority, must have a 
working knowledge of at least 16, 
000 statutes if he is to enforce intelli­ 
gently all the various city ordinances, 
state laws and congressional enact­ 
ments, committed in whole or part to 
his charge. 
“One hundred thousand legislators 
is the minimum engaged in ceaseless 
law-making in the United States. 
“Prof. Dealey of Brown University, 
in his work on American state con­ 
stitutions (1915), estimated that in 
1914 it cost $14,250,000 for the legis­ 
lature of all the states to enact 16,- 
034 laws, or an average of $890. 
“The comment of the Census Bu­ 
reau upon this expenditure is inter­ 
esting; 
‘For this sum,’ says the bu­ 
reau, ‘the country 
secured 
16,034 
laws of doubtful value in the main.’ ”

At least there is enough chance of 
its being true to disturb the leaders in j 
both the old parties very deeply— the re­ 
publicans most, naturally, but the demo­ 
crats, too. 
La Follette’s 
candidacy 
would spell 
final ruin for the republican prospects. 
Its effect upon the democrats cannot be 
forecast with like assurance as yet. Sena­ 
tor Swanson doubtless states the prevail­ 
ing view’ when he recalls that “the demo­ 
crats have never lost with three tiJiets in 
the field.” 
But much wrould depend on 
the democratic nominee.

The last hour of working day, 
the last words of the prosecutor s 
closing argument being spoken, the 
last chance of the prisoner at the 
bar seemingly gone through the evi­ 
dence of his devoted and beloved 
wife.

Loeb, both millionaires’ son and bril­ 
liant university 
post-graduate 
stu­ 
dents, on twenty-six counts charging 
the kidnapping for ransom and mur­ 
der of Robert Franks, May 21, was 
revealed as an eunemotional, coldly 
mater-of-fact document. 
“The next problem was to get the 
victim and -we were undecided until 
that day” said the confession after 
it related the plans 
for 
capturing, 
slaying and disposing of a child In 
preparation for demanding 
$10,000 
ransom. 
“Then we decided to take the most 
likely looking subject that came our 
way. 
It just happened to be Robert 
Franks. 
Richard 
was 
acquainted 
with him and called him over and in­ 
troduced him to me and then asked 
Robert to go for a ride. 
Richard 
said ‘come on in, I want to ask you 
about a tennis racquet/ I got in the 
car then and stepped on the gas and 
we proceeded. As we 
turned the cor­ 
ner Richard put one hand over his 
mouth and with his right hand beat 
him on the head. 
He did not suc- 
comb as readily as we expected and 
Richard pulled him to the back seat 
and forced a club or gag into his 
mouth. 
I guess he 
was 
instantly 
suffocated/* 
In coldly formal language the con­ 
fession related the disposal of the 
body after it 
had 
been 
stripped, 
Leopold stating that that at first he 
feared there would be difficulty in 
forcing it into the culvert where it 
was found. 
When the body was stuck In the 
culvert Leopold 
said he 
forced it 
further by pushing with his foot. 
With the victim’s 
body in 
their 
automobile covered with a robe, the 
slayers stopped at a restaurant and 
ate sandwiches before carrying out 
their plans for the burial and first 
demand of ransom. 
Elaborate details had been w’orked 
out for the collection of the money 
which was to be placed in a safety 
deposit vault, and kept for a year 
before being spent. 
The process of 
getting the money was decided on 
first, then a means of notifying the 
lather of the victim was arranged 
and finally the disposal of the body 
was planed, the confession said. 
Extreme care had been taken that 
there might be no slip in putting the 
plan into effect, but neither of the 
youths had bargained on the discov­ 
ery of the body the day after it had 
been hidden, the finding near the 
body of a pair of glasses later identi­ 
fied as Leopold’s and the father of 
the slain boy forgetting in his ex­ 
citement pait of the directions for 
delivering the money. 
Leopold said that 
through 
field 
glasses he and Loeb watched chil­ 
dren at play on the afternoon of the 
kidnapping to determine who should 
be their victim. 
Two 
were under 
contemplation when the Franks boy 
happened along. The intention from 
the first had been to kill the victim, 
said the confession. 
The true bills were voted by the 
grand jury exactly two weeks from 
the day the body of Robert Franks 
was found. In view ot pending writs 
of habeas corpus for the release of 
the boys, the true bills were made 
returnable today. 
Formal arrest of 
the boys. heUl as suspects up to this 
time, is expected as they come into 
court today for the hearing on the 
habeas corpus application. 
The grand jury heard seventy one 
witnesses, every bit of evidence the 
state possessed and every 
witness 
believed to have information being 
taken before the body. 
State’s Attorney 
Crowe 
declared 
the case would be rushed to trial at 
the earliest possible moment the law 
allows and no agreements on contin­ 
uances would be made.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, June 6.—Modi­ 
fication of the restrictive ballot laws 
in the various states and re-affirma* 
tion of the party’s 
support of 
the 
18th amendment and the Volstead 
law rere the principal planks In the 
platform prepared by the resolution 
committee for presentation today to 
the prohibition national convention 
in session here. 
The committee worked until early 
this morning putting the 
finishing 
touches upon 
the various plar.ks. 
Reports to the national committee 
indicated that in fourteen states the 
prohibition party will be unable to 
have the names of 
its 
candidates 
printed on the official ballot this 
year because of the restrictive bal­ 
lot laws. 
Leaders 
said 
that 
the 
party would be on the official ballot 
in only about half of the states in all 
probabilities. 
The modification 
plank 
asserted 
that the restrictive ballot law* is un- 
American and 
un-democratic, 
and 
that It throttles new’ parties. 
In addition the tentative platform 
urges the enactment of uniform mar­ 
riage and divorce laws; world peace 
through 
co-operation 
between na 
tions; greater justice between capi­ 
tal and labor; restriction of immigra­ 
tion; a larger Amelcranization pro­ 
gram and the teaching of the Bible 
in the public schools. 
The prohibition plank strongly ad­ 
vocates a stricter enforcement of the 
prohibition laws, and reaffirmed the 
party’s support of the 18th ament- 
ment and the Volstead Act. 
Indications early today were that 
the world peace plank would not en­ 
dorse the world court, the league of 
nations or any other plan, but would 
urge a closer co-operation between 
nations generally.

He Fays that what are 
usually spoken of as radio waves are 
undoubtedly particles smaller than an 
electron that are sent flying by an 
electric curr nt. These particles, it is 
assumed, bump into each other, thus 
transmitting energy which is picked 
up as sound in the receiver. W hen a 
stream of radiant energy or particles 
strikes the antenna, it sets up a very 
weak current, which is transtormed 
into sound or air waves in the receiv­ 
ing set. 
The development of this theory, 
says Mr. Pfanstiehl. has been very 
rapid and starling, and further in­ 
vestigation of the nature of these par­ 
ticles may explain the mechanism of 
direct communication and telepathy 
between minds.
